cee According to plaintiff Bruce Macnaughton, an instructor of 


business management, he was denied his civil rights when the UCI 
administration expelled him without a hearing from the university's 
Graduate School of Administration (GSA). 


“There had been a lot of personal animosity,” said Macnaughton. 
He cited a six-page memo that he had distributed to members of the 
campus administration voicing his disapproval of what he perceived 
to bea “publish or perish” attitude within the university.

He claimed various faculty members emphasized their research at 
the expense of their teaching. Later, in April 1975, he was placed on 
probation for excessive incompletes In June he was expellec for 
failure to correct his incompletes, although according to 

Macnaughton, he had maintained a 3.8 GPA with few incompletes. 


“Here they've done it (expelling) through emotion,” 
Macnaughton said. He claimed he was entitled to a hearing before 
such action could take place. 

Acknowledging that he did receive a letter from Newton 
Margulies, former dean of GSA, Macnaughton said he refused the 
offer because his dismissal was made arbitrarily in the first place. 


But in the hearing last Tuesday, Feb. 10, Superior Court Judge 
Lloyd E. Blanpied, Jr. sustained UCI's position on the grounds that 
the faculty did examine Macnaughton’s official records and did 
permit him to return to the school but that “‘he declined the 
opportunity to return to campus and yet he sees fit to sue the 
university and its chancellor.” 


After the hearing, Bill Sheffield, Macnaughton’s attorney, 
announced his intention to appeal the court’s decision and follow it 
through if necessary, ‘‘to the World Court at the Hague.”’ 


When asked how long the case may take, both Macnaughton and 
Sheffield speculated on four years. 

“| think the judge did the proper thing,” said Tom Cummings, 
defense attorney for UCI. ‘‘But,”’ he added, ‘I'd rather not comment 
further at this time.” 


He noted that in this case silence of opinion is necessary for the 
defendants since Macnaughton plans to make an appeal. 

In court, Cummings related court cases that upheld the argument 
that ‘due process’’ does not apply to students of higher education. 


“While the case is still pending, I’m not permitted to make 
comments,” said Margulies, a defendant in the case. ‘I've been very 
involved in this whole thing. Believe me, I'd like nothing.better than 
to give my opinion. 

“What's been getting into the papers is one-sided,’’ he added. 

‘I'm trying to terminate the parent-child relationship between 
the school and the students,’’ said Macnaughton’s attorney 


The school often plays the role of parent while the student is 
regarded as a child who “‘never talks back to the parent.”’ he said. 

Though Macnaughton has filed for $3 million worth of damages 
in his suit, he said he does not expect much in the way of money but 
that ‘the prospects are for the social issues’’ in this case.

Better parking, easier access and 
new soccer field planned for Sept.

Easier access to the campus, a new soccer field 
and additional parking will be accrued by SAC 
students with the implementation of a proposed 
plan to correct a safety and access problem. 

“You cannot get people on and off campus 
safely” said Dr. Vernon Armstrong, administrative 
dean of Planning and Development. He explained 
that “we have had 274 accidents in three years” 
on access only. 

Several features of the campus will be altered, 
the biggest change being a new entrance on College 
Avenue. This will become a major access point, as 
will the rear entrance on Pacific Avenue. The 
narrow corridor between Cook Gym and the track 
will be closed, removing access to the rear parking 
lots. 

“This will force people to use the College 
Avenue entrace,” said Armstrong, getting them 


away from heavily traveled Bristol and Seventeeth 
streets. 

When the Orange Freeway is completed, ‘‘there 
will be double the number of cars on Bristol Street 
by 1980,” he said. Washington Avenue will be 
widened between Pacific and College avenues to 
facilitate the increased traffic flow. 

The new soccer field will be located behind the 
handball courts. The present, little-used field will 
be expanded to regulation size. The baseball 
diamond will be moved to Washington and 
College. 

The perennial shortage of parking will be eased 
by the addition of 516 more parking stalls. This 
will result from the widening of Washington 
Avenue, the restriping of existing spaces and the 
conversion of the housing surrounding the tennis 
courts into parking areas.

Culture week's purpose 
threatened by incident 


The observance of Black Culture Week at SAC was marred by a 
close brush with violence last Saturday night when gunfire erupted 
at the Black Student Union dance in the Cafeteria. 

el DON feels that the incident is vulnerable to misinterpretation 
and an over-reaction that could blow it up out of all proportion. 

To avoid this, we feel it is important to stress several main facts in 
the case based on the observations and investigations of an es DON 
reporter who was at the scene. 

!t should be noted that the gunfire did not constitute an attack on 
any individual. Three shots were fired, and the three bullet holes in 
the Cafeteria ceiling attest to the fact that they were not aimed at 
anyone. 

This is not to condone the shooting, merely to clarify its nature. 

The apparent motivation was an attempt by the gunman to 
control what he seemingly viewed as an unruly crowd. This 
individual, not the college or the BSU, is solely responsible for his 
actions. 

One man was injured when he suffered a gunshot would to the 
thigh by trying to pocket a pistol while fleeing the scene. It is 
unclear whether the injured man fired the shots in the Cafeteria but 
reports of powder burns on his clothing seem to substantiate the 
claim that his wound was accidental. 

[t is of primary importance to understand that the shooting was 
not a racial incident in any way. /t was a foolish act by one or more 
individuals and has not the slightest undercurrent of racial tension. 

Anyone who would see the mishap as attaching some stigma to all 
blacks indiscriminately is very much mistaken. Thousands of 
“Saturday night specials’ proliferate in this country, and their 
ownership and use are not restricted to any one group. 

There are those who will say the shooting is a reflection on the 
college and on the BSU. el DON does not agree. 

!t was-an individual action and- was in no way prompted by the 
BSU or the college environment. Such things happen in all kinds of 
locations and any institution having occasion for public gatherings is 
vulnerable. 

Protection is difficult to assure, but el DON suggests that campus 
security personnel keep a close watch on future gatherings of any 
kind so as to be readily at hand if needed. 

Further, el DON strongly advises that the perpetrator(s) be 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law as a deterrent to potential 
offenders. 

It is a shame that such an incident took place during the 
observance of Black Culture Week. el DON views the connection as 
totally incidental -- an unforseeable flaw in what was otherwise a 
vigorous and successful celebration.

At every telling for 300 years she escaped the 
clutches of a cunning and voracious wolf by 
enlisting the aid of a nearby woodsman, but last 
week Little Red Riding Hood was given the axe by 
the Santa Ana School Board. 

The Board decided by a 4-1 vote that ‘’Red”’ 
and other children’s stories in a second grade 
reading text are too violent for young readers and 
ordered the book removed from elementary school 
classrooms. 

The decision came after a local father protested 
the use of the book and called it ‘“‘too gruesome.” 

The complaint and its consequent board action 
are somewhat absured. Thousands of kids have 
heard or read the story since it first saw print in - 
France late in the 1600s, and very few started 
running around chopping up wolves or eating their 
grandmothers as a result. 

Conflict is an essential element in any drama 
and violenceis a fact of life that is not likely to 
disappear just because educators choose to ignore 
its existence. 

Drops in reading test scores across the nation 
indicate that it’s hard enough to get kids to read at 
all with so much competition from the TV cops 
and robbers, the animated mayhem of the 
Saturday cartoons and the ‘G’ rated vampire 
movies.

Concorde’s wings need clipping

One of the main environmental issues of the 
70’s will reach a climax when the controversial 
Concorde, the French and British SST, lands in 
Washington D.C. and New York during «@ 
16-month trial period. 

These trials will determine if the supersonic jet 
age will be the norm for future transportation or if 
these jets will aggravate environmental and 
economic problems. 

Concorde’s engine exceeds the carbon 
monoxide level by 10 times as much as subsonic 
jets. Thus the plane’s exhaust exceeds proposed 
Federal pollution standards. 

While the six trial flights a day will have small 
effect on the environment, regular SST flights 
could result in damage to our atmosphere. 

Noise pollution will be another major argument 
against the flights. Concorde’s low-frequency noise 


emission results in three-and-a-half times greater 
structural vibration than that of subsonic jetliners. 

While the Federal Aviation Administration is 
authorized to impose noise reduction procedures, 
experts see little likelihood that Britain and France 
will be able to make necessary improvements 
before the trial period ends. 

The Concorde is also uneconomical. In this 
world of energy shortages, the SST will take more 
fuel but fewer passengers and less cargo than 
subsonic jets. Non-stop service is impossible since 
the Concorde needs a refueling stop over any long 
distance. 

The only reason to extend the Concorde flights 
seems to be to usher in the age of SST and fast 
transportation. However, if the public must 
gamble on short-order energy supplies and a fragile 
environment, subsonic transportation, while not as 
fast, will still provide the best means of 
transportation.

Ceremonial Folk Art of Latin America”, 
which is the first exhibit of the 1976 spring 
semester at the college Art Gallery. The new 
presentation is acolorful look at a very beauti- 
fully displayed visual extension of the traditions 
and culture of the Latin American people and 
their heritage currently on exhibit through March 
5: 

Included in some 140 picture slides and 145 
contemporary art objects being loaned to SAC by 
several private collectors and the UCLA Museum 
of Cultural History are a number of brightly 
painted papier mache masks and_ skeletons, 
puppets, toys, ornate costumes, yarn paintings and 
many other pieces lovingly made by skilled Latin 
artisans.

The festivals and ceremonies that the folk art 
represents are partly religious in nature. Rites such 
as the “‘Huichol Peyote Festival’’ and the ‘’Day of 
the Dead” are in honor of tribal deities and 
ancestral worship according to Mayde Herberg, 
gallery director. 

Other time-honored fiestas of merrymaking 
simply pertain to the people’s good attitude and 
love of life, and help to assure good crops or 
fertility. 

“Celebration” is one art show that is sure to be 
of interest to all. The sincere and elaborate art 
form of the Latins is a tremendous insight into a 
fascinating, highly cultural group who relate 
cheerfully to life and have the greatest respect for 
their ancestory and traditions.
